bank: "Thia morning this oity wasstart- 
ledbythe report that L C. Wilmorth 
had been assailed m his bank by tvro 
bold robbers and robbed of a largD sum 
of money. He tella the following story 
of the daring robbery: "I arrived at my 
bank at about 9 o'olook, and at once 
opened the vaults and safef, preparatory 
for the day's business. 
At about 10 


o'clock, while at work at my desk, two 
men entered and in an instant I wa? fac- 
ing two revolvers, while a determined 
voice said 'Keep your mouth shut.'
